-Canals Plan For Hearing 


OPA Directors 
Meet Merchanis 
In a Conference 


U. S. Engineers To Hold 
Heerings April 30 on 


| He 
| Area Flood Control 


Some 35 to 40 merchants of 
Belle Glade and South Bay at- 
tended the meeting at the city 
hall Friday when OPA officers 
from West Palm Beach and Mi- 
ami gave talks along instruction 
lines of how merchants could 
keep free from violating the 
OPA ceiling price system. Other 
than this instruction the gov- 
ernment men presented no other 
information. 

Quite an animated discussion 
followed on some of the points 
presented. The merchants let it 
be known that they were not at 
all pleased on the manner in 
which merchandise was being 
provided, and that there was a 
favorable opinion in their ranks 
that all price controls should be 
lifted just as soon as possible. 


Dr. R. V. Allison, chairman 
of the Water- Control Commit- 
tee of RDB called the two sub- 
committees on the Hillsboro and 
West Palm Beach- Canals to 
consider the testimony. to be 
given before the U. S. Engineer. 
Board that will conduct the 
hearing here on April 30th. 

Representative land owners 
from the Islands, and from the 
areas of the two canals were 
present, as well as two members 
of the Everglades Drainage 
Board, the chairman, Hilsabeck, 
of Miami, and Sam Cl in, 
board member from Canal 
Point. Lamar Johnson, engineer 
for the Everglades, also was 
present, as was Horace Bestor 
of the U. S. Sugar Corp., and 
Mr. Broadfoot, of the U. S. En- 
gineers. 

Commercial water users rep- 
resenting the West Palm Beach 
area were represented, as was 
the Lake Worth Drainage Dis- 
trict by its engineer. 

As a general plan, it was de- 
cided that the Everglades 
Drainage District Engineer 
would present the plan from an 
engineering standpoint and that 
large and small landowners 
would present their individual 
problems with regard to flood 
control, The economic side will 
be presented by a committee, as 
will the wild life phase. Trans- 
portation will come in for some 
consideration, though that will 
not loom large in the presenta- 
tion. 

Water control, flood control, 
wild life, the national park, soil 
conservation and commercial 
water supply all are vitally af- 
fected by whatever is done with 
the two controls, and the Lake. 

The entire group is vitally in- 
terested in the Abernathy bill 
now before the national Con- 
gress to provide 30 year’ loans 
without interest to flood control 
and drainage areas, as some 
money will be necessary to fin- 
ish the part the land owners 
will contribute toward the entire 
project, if the national Congress 
is interested in contributions for 
flood control. 

It was pointed out that the 
present undertaking is a cam- 
paign to secure federal funds to 
supplement those to be furnish- 
ed by land owners. In other 
words, we are seeking to help 
ourselves, instead of a straight 
handout. When substantial land 
owners, as well as numerous 
small ones, indicate their will- 
ingness to help themselves, it is 
pointed out that the federal 
agencies are more willing to 
contribute to the extent that 
their particular efforts are ben- 
efitted.

Experiments with the me- 
chanical bean picking machine

to the machine by its producers, 
but taken as a whole, the tests 
have been pronounced very sue- 
cessful. 

Owing to the growth of the 
Florida Belle bean plants which 
are lower on the ground than 
other types, some change will be 
needed for harvesting that par-
